SUBJECT: MULTILATERAL AFFAIRS: GOJ FONMIN THOMPSON'S ADDRESS 
TO NON-ALIGNED SUMMIT

1. FULL TEXT FONMIN THOMPSON'S SRI LANKA STATEMENT (MADE IN 
BEHALF PRIME MINISTER MANLEY WHO NOT ABLE TO ATTEND) BEING 
SENT TO DEPARTMENT BY AIRGRAM. FOLLOWING ARE HIGHLIGHTS. 

2. AFRICA: THOMPSON EMPHASIZED THAT INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY 
MUST "DEMONSTRATE ITS UNFLINCHING SOLIDARITY WITH AFRICA AND 
COME TO THE AID OF THOSE IN THE FOREFRONT OF THE FIGHT FOR 
ZIMBABWE." HE ALSO CALLED FOR "TOTAL SANCTIONS AGAINST SOUTH 
AFRICA AND FOR THEIR ISOLATION FROM INTERNATIONAL INTERCOURSE" 

3. MIDDLE EAST: THOMPSON CALLED FOR RETURN OF PALESTINIANS 
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TO THEIR HOMELAND AND ESTABLISHMENT OF A PALESTINIAN STATE. 
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ALSO "THE NON-ALIGNED MOVEMENT MUST STRENGTHEN ITS DEFENSES 
AGAINST UNHOLY ALLIANCES OF THOSE WHO EXPLOT AND 
REPRESS THE PEOPLE IN DENIAL OF THEIR RIGHT TO SELF- 
DETERMINATION, INDEPENDENCE, AND THEIR NATIONAL 
SECURITY. WE CALL AGAIN FOR THE EARLY CONVENING OF THE 
GENEVA PEACE CONFERENCE AMONG ALL THE PARTIES TO THE 
MIDDLE EAST ISSUE." 

4. INDO-CHINA: "THE NON-ALIGNED MOVEMENT SHOULD DERIVE 
ENCOURAGEMENT, VINDICATION AND HOPE FOR THE TRIUMPHS OF 
THE FORCES OF FREEDOM IN INDO-CHINA AND SOUTH EAST ASIA. 

SMALL COUNTRIES OF THE THIRD WORLD THROUGH THE RESOURCE- 
FULNESS, COURAGE AND COMMITMENT OF ITS PEOPLE, DEFEATED 
THE AWESOME MIGHT OF WESTERN IMPERIALISM AFTER DECADES 
OF PROTRACTED STRUGGLE. NOW THE EQUALLY AWESOME TASK OF 
RECONSTRUCTION MUST BE ACCOMPLISHED. THOSE WHO RAVAGE 
IN UNJUST GREED AND SELF-INTEREST MUST SHARE THE BURDEN 
OF REBUILDING." 

5. KOREA: ONLY REFERENCE TO KOREA AS FOLLOWS: "WHILE WE 
WELCOME THE SOCIALIST REPUBLIC OF VIETNAM TO THE NON- 
ALIGNED MOVEMENT AND IN DUE COURSE TO THE UNITED NATIONS, 

WE CANNOT BUT WISH FOR THE DAY WHEN A SIMILAR WELCOME IS 
EXTENDED TO A UNIFIED KOREA." 

6. INDIAN OCEAN: THOMPSON DESCRIBED THE DECLARATION 
OF THE INDIAN OCEAN AS A ZONE OF PEACE AN "URGENT 
NECESSITY" AND STATED THAT THE LITTORAL AND HINTERLAND STATES 
OF THE INDIAN OCEAN COULD "JUSTIFIABLY PERCEIVE A REAL 
DANGER TO THEIR SECURITY FROM THE MILITARY PRESENCE 

OF THE SUPER POWERS IN THE AREA." 

7. BELIZE: THOMPSON CONDEMNED GUATEMALA AND CALLED 
FOR NON-ALIGNED SUPPORT FOR THE INDEPENDENCE OF BELIZE. 

8. ECONOMIC ISSUES: THOMPSON CLAIMED THAT, 

FOLLOWING THE 6TH SPECIAL SESSION OF THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY, THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION, THE KINGSTON IMF 
MEETING, AND UNCTAD IV, "WITH A FEW NOTABLE EXCEPTIONS 
THE DEVELOPED COUNTRIES HAVE RETURNED TO THE POSTURE 
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OF 1974 AND EARLIER. ALL HOPE OF PROGRESS HAD ALL BUT 
VANISHED BY AUGUST 1976." HE DENOUNCED ATTITUDES AND 
ACTIONS OF DEVELOPED COUNTRIES IN NAIROBI AND IN THE 
"PARIS COMMISSIONS". THE REMAINDER THIS PORTION 
OF HIS SPEECH GIVEN OVER TO CALL FOR GREATER COOPERATION IN THE 
ECONOMIC SPHERE BETWEEN THIRD WORLD COUNTRIES. 

9. HIJACKING AND THE ENTEBBE RAID: THOMPSON CON- 
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DEMNED AND DEPLORED HIJACKING AND SIMILAR ACTS OE 
TERRORISM BUT ALSO VIOLATIONS OF THE TERRITORIAL 
INTEGRITY OE STATES AS A RESPONSE. HE DID SUGGEST 
THAT ENTEBBE MIGHT BE A SPECIAL CASE BY STATING "IF 
A CLEAR SITUATION OE COLLUSION WERE TO ARISE BETWEEN 
THE COUNTRY WHICH RECEIVED THE HIJACKED AIRCRAFT AND 
THE HIJACKERS THEMSELVES, SUCH A COUNTRY COULD LAY NO 
CLAIM TO THE PROTECTION OEEERED BY INTERNATIONAL LAW."
